But for the quick work of Mar­ 
shall Taswell, who killed one of the 
bandits,

success. 
Shortly 
before 
noon three men rode into town and 
into the alley near the bank, dis­ 
mounted, leaving the three horses 
in care of one of the 
trio. 
The 
other two walked to the bank and 
entered the front 
door. 
Cashier 
Natch and Assistant Cashier R a s­ 
mussen were ordered to throw up 
their hands. 
Then the leader left 
his companion on guard and walk­ 
ed down the hall and into the ad­ 
joining building, where 
Attorney 
Collins and a client w-ere discussing 
some business. 
The robber marched 
them into the bank offices. 
W ith 
his companion 
guarding 
the four 
the bandit turned his attention to 
the money in the counted boxes and 
gathered everything in sight. Then 
he turned to the vault, leaving his 
revolver on the counter. He came 
back for the weapon, but in picking 
it up he dropped it, thus causing it 
to he discharged. 
A passerby 
became 
suspicious 
and notified Marshall Taswell, who 
entered the bank from the rear, and 
opened fire upon a man who was 
ju6t emerging from the vault w ith 
a sack containing $10,000 in cur­ 
rency. 
His first shot was accurate 
and the robber dropped dead, shot 
through th© heart. 
Then a fusilade began. 
W hether 
the m arshal wounded 
the 
second 
robber is not 
certain.

heavily 
armed posse was hurriedly organ­ 
ized and pursuit begun in autom o­ 
biles.
